Yesterday morning Constable A, K. 
laaon brought Ma Gee up from Tulare, 
where tho Chinese highbinder was ar- 
rested fur kidnaping a 12-year-old Chi> 
neee ^1 at Fowler night before Innt. A 
arge number of Freeno Chinese were a 
the depot to meet tlm highbinder and 
Dflicer Mason was fearful that an at- 
tempt would be made to reecuo the prit* 
oner.

dered without resistance.
